to Southampton and engaged in farm­ 
ing for ov er thirty y ears.

y ears he has been identified with the 
public affairs in bis community ; serv ­ 
ing as School Director, Road Super­ 
v isor and Township Treasurer. He is 
now in the employ of the State High­ 
way Department as road foreman, and 
as such bis serv ii es hav e contributed 
largely to the improv ements of the 
roads under his superv ision. 
Mr. Ross is a life long Republican 
and has alway s taken an activ e inter­

Eddington, which 
lies a few miles to the south of Bristol 
It is known that the oldest existing 
In b 
organization 
whose 
members 
speak the Knglish language, is located 
there. 
This club was known y ears 
back juM after being founded in 1732 
as the “Colony 
n Schuy lkill." 
It w’as in lTX.’l that the name un ­ 
changed to the “State in Schuy lkill " 
Th« ' club is located along the Dela­ 
ware River, and w a s organized with 
the love of fishing as its basis. 
After its first location on the west 
bank of the Schuy lkill River about a 
mile above the present dam, it co n ­ 
tinued there for 90 y ears. It was n e c ­ 
essary for a move to be made furthe r 
up the river when tin dam was built. 
At that place the “ State" paid an 
annual ground n ut of three fresh sun 
perch, The “Stan 
later moved t«> t he 
Falls of Schuy lk 11. where a fort was 
owned by a co mpany of spo rtsmen , 
who were known as the “ Society of 
Fort St. Davids ’ Following the Rev­ 
olution the society was merged in the 
“ State in Schuy lkill.” 


was erected in the y e ar of I ’sLi, and 
■hi" is still in use. It was moved each 
time the club emigrated. 
About lsjr> 
the colony moved to G r a y s Ferry ; 
and then in 1K87 selected the Clock 
House at Kddington as its home. This 
is one of the oldest buildings along 
the historic Delaware. 
It is constructed of brick which was 
imported from England. Tin* building 
is a long affair two s t o n e - in height, 
with d o rm e r windows in the attic. 
The Clock House runs parallel with 
the river and the main en tra n ce on 
the river side divides the house. Prick- 
work extends on either side of this 
door. 
The round 
window, which is 
the entrance, resem bles a clock, 
and this is the reason the place is 
known as the ('lock House.

equalized real estate assessment there was such a spread oí the* tax burden « is made it fall 
more lightly than before upon those not largely endow ed; and that as a result of this equal­ 
ization, far from there being any increase in thr* tax rate, there was a larger revenue from a 
lesser rate, thus giving to the citizens of Bristol a greater return in municipal services and im ­ 
provem ents than is had in any comparable co m m un ity in Pennsy lvania at the same tax cost. 
I he cry of tax increase and “ tax grab" was a cheap political trick, wholly without w a r­ 
rant or justification two y ears ago, as events emphatically proved, and it is exactly the same 
thing today , as subsequent events will prove. 
W e do not base that statement solely upon our 
ow n knowledge, but upon the authority of Borough Council, which has never indulged in 
the pastime of try ing to hoodw ink the people; and upon the honor and integrity of the B ur­ 
gess, whose clear and emphatic word likewise has been given to the electorate upon the sub­ 
ject. 


As a mater of fact, there is som ething almost idiotic about the argum ent that the B or­ 
ough G overnm ent, as now constituted, either desires or would prom ote any increase* in tax 
rate, when the largest taxpay er in the Borough is a m em ber oi (o un c il, and others in the Bor 
ough G o vern m en t are am ong our heaviest contributors. 
As for there being any increase in tax rate as a consequence of the consolidation of the 
volunteer fire defense sy stem in a centrally located station as required by tin* insurance com
